Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

10. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 1 : "said open back end" lacks antecedent basis. It appears this claim 
should depend from claim 4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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12. Claims 1, 2, 6, 12, 14, 15, 19, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Wetherill (US 780,815). 

The patent to Wetherill discloses a device including a centrifuge body A; a holder 
or sling h; a tether c3; a handle c' or d; the device being formed in part of aluminum 
(page 2, lines 107-108); the device increasing centrifugal force on a specimen in the 
holder h by non-electrically spinning the holder at an elevated rate about an axis via the 
tether (page 2, line 1-15); the method being further disclosed at page 1, line 91 through 
page 2, line 15 and page 2, lines 93-106). 

13. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lomb (US 
3,233,825). 

The patent to Lomb discloses means 4 for holding a specimen 14; means 9 for 
increasing centrifugal force on the specimen; and means 10 for providing a rotation 
axis. 

14. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated byTalley (US 
3,268,160). 

The patent to Talley discloses means 10 for holding a specimen 1 1 ; means 24 
for increasing centrifugal force on the specimen; and means 23 for providing a rotation 
axis. 

15. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brimhall et 
al. (US 4,738,655). 
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The patent to Brimhall et al. discloses means 26 for holding a specimen 28; 
means 24 for increasing centrifugal force on the specimen; and means (the member 
connecting 24 to 26) for providing a rotation axis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

16. Claim 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. 

17. Claims 3-5, 7-10, 13, 20, and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

18. Claims 16-18 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

19. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the recited T-bar, the 
cavity to hold the pull handle, the brake, the spring mechanism, or the recited number of 
apertures.
